mids, although the precise method 
adopted by the mighty builders of the 
valley of the Nile was admitted to be 
a vexed question. The supposition is 
that the lifting power was applied 
from below, tbe stone being raised by 
a tilting process. One end of tbo 
stone would first of all be raised from 
the ground by means of power- 
ful levers, which might be 
of considerable length and worked 
by a large number of men. 
After getting the stone to the proper 
helghL a slab of stone or metal could 
be inserted, and a similar process 
adopted with the other end of the 
stone. So, by alternately working at 
either end, a certain height might be 
attained. Then, by the use of wedges 
and rollers, tiie stone might be got 
into position. Another method sug- 
gested was by means of slightly in- 
clined planes formed of strong tlmbep- 
work or even masonry, working the 
stones up on rollers by leverage ap- 
plied behind. There does not seem to 
be any suggestion of any direct lifting 
power applied from above 1310 ques- 
tion b certainly one involved in con- 
siderable obscuriVy. — Pittsburgh Dis- 
patch.

_ The forest ash comes next in point i 
of excelenoe, although the salt-water 
ash. from the ooast of Uaino, U con- 
sidered in the East its equaL and a 
groat many bats are made from it 
The forest ash com«> from all parts of i 
the country wherever ash ia likely to 
grow, as the demand for lumber by tho i < 
bat-makers somotlmos exceeds the sup- | 
plies of well-scasoncd, prime Indiana I < 
ash, and they arc compelod to take I 
such ash lumber as they can get for 
tho manufacture of the second and 
third grades. 

Basswood enters into tho manufact- 
ure of ha.se-ball bats to a largo extenL 
and Is called American willow. There 
Was a time when English willow was 
considered by ball-players to be the | 
best material for bats, but there is 
very little of this used now, and none 
at all by professional ball-playors. 
Pine, poplar and cottonwood arc used 
for cheap bats far boys, and Missouri 
and Arkansas supplies most of this 
lumber. The loading base-ball bat 
manuf.-u-loni' of the country is at Grand 
Knpids, Mich., and millions of sticks 
are turned out yearly from this im- 
menso concern. Milwaukee cormss 
second, while Vincennes, Ind.. Is Ibirtl. 
Tho latter city at one time lod the 
country in base-ball b.-it manufactur- 
ing, but Grand Rapids and Milwaukee 
passed the lloosier town long ago. Of 
cimrse, nearly every city of import- 
ance in the East manufactures more or 
less base-ball bats, but none of them | 
have any manufactories that compare ! 
with the Western concema St. Louis 
makes a few bnt.s. but none thjit are 
considered first-class, except occasional 
ones for individuals 

One big house in Chicago, that deals - 
heavily in b.-ise-ball goods, every win- | 
ter advertises for old ash wagon j 
tongues, to be made into bats. This I 
ooncom soils thousands and thousands 
of bats, which they^call the “Wagon 
Tongue," and arc supposed to be made 
from tho ]>olo 6 of worn-out wagons. 
This is a nice little delusion, in hoop- 
ing with the Appomattox aj»ple-tree 
cone fake tliat was rung on the coun- 
try for years after I.ec ’8 surrender. | 
The fact is that tho Chicago hoti.so - 
sells every season ten times as many . 
•o-cullod “Wagon Tongue" bats as 
there are, or ever was at one timo, 
polled vehicles, old and new, in the 
country, but 1 >all-playcP 8 buy them and ' 
swear by them, and the-doaler gets a 
fancy price for his goods. So every 
body seems happy and contented in 
that direction. 

Years ago when base-ball was in 
its kindergarten stages," says a dealer 
in and manufacturer of base-ball goods 
in St. LouU, “fancy bats were all the ' 
rage, and manufactiirers and dealers 
vied with each other in their efforts to 
get up gaudy-looking sticks to attrai-t 
the eye of the players. In those days 
ball players were proud of their bats 
because of the elegant coats of paint 
and varnish, but now tho professionals ■ 
take pride in the plainness of their 
ball-hitters. Dealers now make bats

a kind of oil, resembling tar, and 
capable of serving for tbe same uses. 
Experiments made in 1768, in Alsace, 
for tbe extraction of this oil, proved 
that the calcined coal left in the retort 
was of cxoslent quality for melting 
iron, and for all domestic purposes.
